REMARKS 



Claims 1-36 were presented and examined. In response to the Office Action, Claims 1, 3, 
6-8, 10, 11, 13, 15, 16, 18, 20, 21, 23, 25, 26, 28, and 29 are amended, Claims 2, 4, 5, 12, 14, 17, 
22, 24, 27 and 30-36 are cancelled and no claims are added. Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of pending claims in view of the above amendments and the following remarks. 

I. Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants respectfully acknowledge the Examiner's indication that claims 5-7, 15-17, 
22-25, and 27-30 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

In response, Claim 1 is amended to incorporate the features of cancelled Claims 2, 4 and 
5 to place Claim 1 in condition for allowance. Similarly, Claim 1 1 is amended to incorporate the 
features of cancelled Claims 12, 14 and 17 to place Claim 1 1 in condition for allowance. 
Regarding Claim 21, Claim 21 is amended to incorporate the features of cancelled Claims 22 and 
24 to place Claim 21 in condition for allowance. Similarly, Claim 26 is amended to incorporate 
the features of cancelled Claims 27 and 30 to place Claim 26 in condition for allowance. We 
have also cancelled Claims 31-36. In view of the above amendments to Claims 1, 11,21 and 26, 
we submit that Claims 1, 11,21 and 26 are now in condition for allowance. 
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CONCLUSION 



In view of the foregoing, it is believed that all claims now pending (1) are in proper form, 
(2) are neither obvious nor anticipated by the relied upon art of record, and (3) are in condition 
for allowance.
